DESPITE what many coaches, players 
and fans believe, Soccer in Australia 
today has become far too violent. 
For some inexplicable reason, we 
are not aware of it and just accept it. 


To make things worse, 
with this year seeing a 
mass relegation of 10 clubs 
from the NSL, things are 
going to get even rougher 
before they get better as 
clubs scramble to finish in 
the top 14. 

Eddie Krncevic was 
shocked when he returned 
to Australia last year to 
play in this violent Soccer. 

Heavy physical contact 
is now the order of the day 
and nobody seems to be 
doing anything about it: 
worse, many people 
appear unaware of it. 

Soccer over the last five 
years has become rough 
and violent, with physical- 
ly crude tackling ranking 
high on priorities. 

What’s alarming, is that 
this disease is being 
accepted and very little is 
being done to cure the 
ailment. i 

The team of “doctors” 
who can cure this disease 
in Australian Soccer are 
the coaches, referees and 
of course the Judiciary- 
Committees. 

Some lesser teams who 
feel inferior to star teams 
turn matches into kicking 
duels. 

Former Australian 
World Cup striker, Eddie 
Krncevic who had been 
missing from the Austra- 
lian scene over the last 
four years playing in 
Europe, said last year 
when guesting here for an 
NSL club: 

“J just cannot believe 
how rough the game has 
become in Australia. 

“The crude tackling 


would bring a flood of red 
cards and long suspensions 
in Europe. A highly skil- 
ful striker doesn’t have a 
chance here,” the tall 
striker stressed. 

People have told me 
that it is due to the British 
influence in our game as 
seen on television. 

To that, I 


say. . .RUBBISH!

The game in England is 
fast, extremely hard and 
highly professional. 

When was the last time 
you saw Liverpool, butch- 
er down opposing 
strikers? Or Everton, 
Manchester United, West 
Ham, Arsenal, Chelsea 
etc? 

I use Liverpool as an 
obvious example because, 
to me, they have been one 
of the finest teams in the 
world over the last 15 
years. 

The giant Liverpool 
twin centre-backs, Mark 
Lawrenson and Alan Han- 


sen never resort to “cow- 
boy-tackles”” to bring 
down, slash or butcher a 
striker. 

In fact, the Liverpool 
stoppers have been accused 
of being the softest defen- 
ders in the English first 
division. 

Why are they so effec- 
tive? 

Simple. 

Hansen and Lawrenson 
are super-skilled, brilliant 
readers of the game and 
well drilled. 

But above all,they can 
PLAY. 


Usually when you see a 
“hit-man” in Australian 
Soccer, it is because he 
can’t play and gains selec- 
tion for his toughness. 

In England, “hitting 
from behind’ has been 
banned. 

Australia should bring 
this ruling in immediately 
for 1986. 

Going “‘over the ball” 
has become very common 
in Australian Soccer. 

The “over-the-ball mer- 
chant’ should be im- 
mediately sent off by the 
referee and the Judiciary 
automatically must crack 
down with suspensions of 
up to a year. 

Soccer urgently needs a 
Jim Comans to clean-up 
the code, as he did with 
Rugby League. 

Soccer fans want goals 
and entertainment. 

They don’t want to see 
vicious, crude, stalemate 
Soccer. 

They demand to see 
skills, moves, tactics, pace, 
flair individual stars. 

Last year, one Sydney 
Croatia player brought 
down Sydney Olympic’s 
exciting Chris Kalantzis 
with what appeared to be 
the worst tackle Sydney 
fans have seen for many a 
year.

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THE new season which kicked off last 
weekend represents the greatest gamble ever 
taken by clubs in the Olympic Airways National 
Soccer League. 

Believe it or not, the 24 members clubs have 
voluntarily agreed to let their numbers be 
slashed by 10 at the end of the year. 

That is the most surprising thing of all. The 
NSL clubs have not been bullied into surrender- 
ing their national status. No big brother forced 
them to reduce their numbers so drastically. 

They believe, or the majority of them believe, 
that a 14-team national competition will be a 
more viable and attractive proposition than the 
present 24-team arrangement split North and 
South. 

Perhaps they are right. ASW hopes they are 
right because nothing is needed more right now 
than a strong well-supported and prosperous 
National League. 

We must confess to 
though. 

When 


harbouring doubts, 


teams travel interstate they tend to 
travel alone. Unlike England, Italy, West Ger- 
many or Spain where vast hordes of fans 
follow their teams regularly to away fixtures, 
the Aussies are not good travellers. 

So a glamour club like South Melbourne, 
which can draw on a regular following of up to 
40,000 people when it plays in Melbourne, may 
well prove a box office disaster when it plays 
Sydney City at Sydney Athletic Field. 

Two Sydney teams playing in Sydney are 
supported by two lots of spectators. 

That potential audience must, inevitably, be 
slashed by half if one of the teams in action is 
from Melbourne, Adelaide or Brisbane. 

This is the danger and it has been highlighted 
by Blacktown City’s refusal to agree that the 
formula now being settled for the 1987 NSL is 
the correct one. 

It was Blacktown secretary Peter Thorne who 
put the question: “If we cannot attract big 
crowds when Sydney teams play, why should 
the crowds roll up to see a Melbourne team 

There is no answer. 

Australian Soccer fans are strictly one-club 
fans. There are virtually no floating voters, the 
sort of Soccer spectators who just go along to 
‘see a good game owing no allegiance to either 


side. 

Tony Labbozzetta, vice-chairman of the NSL, 
told us recently that he expected the 14-team 
National League to endure for at least three 
years. 

Labbozzetta realises that there have already 
been too many changes. The NSL has been in 
existence for only nine years and its format has 
been constantly reviewed and altered. 
These constant changes tend to bewilder the 

Soccer fan, who would undoubtedly 
welcome a period of stability. 

But to enjoy stability, the clubs must first hit 
on the perfect formula for running a national 


competition. 

They may feel the 14-team Idea Is the right 
one. They are prepared to give it a go. But if 
it does not click, will they persist with it for 
three years. . until the end of 19897 

Don’t put your money on that. 

If things start going wrong midway through 
this 1986 season, be sure there will again be 
agitation for a change. 

But where do we go next? 

If this year’s competition does not prove the 
success its advocates anticipate, there will be 
few options open for clubs to try another 
direction. 

- They will then face the prospect of going 
back to square one and re-forming strong 
State Leagues, albiet better Leagues than were 
in operation before the code went national in 
1977. 

It would be a backward step. But it would not 
be the end of the world. 

No other nation as big as Australia has a 
National League. We are more a continent than 
a country. And we do not have the cheapest 
domestic air travel to soften the blow of flying 
large numbers of footballers from State to 
State. 

Be sure the whole future of club Soccer in 
Australia will be settled between now and 1989. 
Perhaps, indeed, it will be sorted out as early as

STEVE HUDSON’S CUP 


NORTHERN Tasmania's 1986 Soccer season got under way with the 
now traditional Steve Hudson Cup competition. 


A total of 10 teams — 
Devonport, Burnie, 
Georgetown, Ulverstone, 
Croatia, Launceston Mat- 
ric, Launceston United, 
Juventus (all Northern 
Premier League clubs), 
Ravenswood Rangers and 
St Leonards Rovers 
(N.T.S.A. Div.1 clubs) — 
fought it out to see who 
was to collect the trophy 
and a share of the $1100 
prizemoney. 

The now annual pre- 
season competition, hosted 
by Launceston United, has 
developed into a solid pre- 
paration for teams for the 
gruelling league season 
ahead; and the things to 
come are often displayed 
during that period. 

Although a competition 
organised by United was 
first played in 1978, it was 
not until the 1980 season 
that it was renamed in 
honour of Steve Hudson, 
the team’s popular de- 
fender. 

Hudson, who played for 
United from 1977 to 1979, 
died in an on-field acci- 
dent while playing in a 
friendly end-of-season 
game. 

The game was an exten- 
sion of an idea when, in 
1977, the present United 
team played a 1967 United 
Golden Oldies team. It 
then continued as an 
annual event as an Oldies 
v Newies social game — 
one of Steve's ideas. 

Born in Yorkshire, 
England, Hudson mi- 
grated “down under’ and 
played Soccer in Whyalla, 
South Australia. 

He came to Tasmania 
and played initially with 
State League club George- 
town. 

In 1977, he joined Un- 
ited, playing as a sweeper. 
He became a very popular 
figure in the club, due 
mainly to his good-na- 
tured, charismatic charac- 


ter and his great playing 
ability. 

Although he was never 
one for training, he was 
always available to don 
the blue and white to play 
at weekends, and play 
well. 

Despite an absence 
from the senior team for 
quite a few weeks, he was 
still able to manage a third 
in the Rothman’s Gold 
Medal count in 1979. 

Not only was he a very 
capable player, but he was 
also prepared to help out 
as a committee-member; 
and also in junior Soccer 
where he coached a local 
U/12 side. 

Begun as an elimina- 
tion series, it evovlved 
into a round-robin format 
to provide more competi- 
tion. It has been won only 
by State League clubs — 
Ulverstone (3), Devonport 
(3) and Georgetown (2). 
United has yet to win its 
own Cup; although it did 
reach the final i. 1983, 
only to lose 2-1 to Ulver- 
stone. 

The 1986 competition 
was the best organised and 
keenest fought to date, 
providing interest and ex- 
citement for the devout 
spectators who turned up 
to watch the games — all 
played amid beautiful sun- 
shine at United’s Birch 
Ave. ground at Newstead, 
Launceston. 

The final was taken out 
by Georgetown — its 
third in the history of the 
competition — by coasting 
to a 5-0 win over Burnie. 

The final was evenly 


contested until the 20th 
minute when new signing, 
Djakic, scored after the 
Burnie defence had failed 
to clear the ball from their 
penalty area. 

Djakic again bobbed up 
in the 32nd minute when 
he headed home, past the 
outstretched hands of 
Smith. 

The third goal came in 
the 39th minute when a 
ball, played back from the 
edge of the penalty area 
by Sawdon, was thundered 
home from 30 metres by 
Callaghan. 


An own goal was added 
to the tally shortly after 
half-time, and Sawdon 
completed the scoring 
when he was given time to 
turn in the box and volley 
the ball into the net.

This is the sort of role

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THE great hope of the 
Orient in this year’s 
World Cup is South 
Korea. 

Already many have 
written off the skilful 
Asians as having little or 
no chance in Group A 
against World champs Ita- 
ly, Argentina and 
Bulgaria. 

As it stands though 
Italy do not have any great 
memories of matches 

inst any Korean sides. 

In 1966 South Korea’s 
Northern neighbours 
caused one of the all time 
upsets in World Cup foot- 
ball with a 1-0 win over 
Italy in England. 

That win is rivalled 
only by the major shocks 
such as the USA’s 1-0 win 
over England in 1950, 
Peru’s 3-1 win over Scot- 
land in 1978 and Algeria’s 
2-1 win over West Ger- 
many in 1982. 

South Korea began 
their campaign in March 
of last year against Nepal 
in Kathmandu with an 
emphatic 2-0 win. 

With all the enthusiasm 
of the next Olympic 
Games in Seoul, the 
World Cup qualification 
of South Korea brought 
national fervour to an all 
time high. 

The Olympic flame had 
well and truly ignited 
their football. 

Korea’s great start was 
quickly dented by their 
closest rivals Malaysia a 
week after when Korea 
lost 1-0 in Kuala Lumpur. 

A month later in Seoul, 
South Korea asserted their 
authority with a 4-0 
thrashing of Nepal. 

The deciding match 
came in May 1985 against 
Malaysia. = 

Malaysia were on top of 
the group with five points 
and South Korea were one 
behind with this last game 
to play. 

But the Koreans re- 
versed the result from 
their first meeting, they 
took a 2-0 lead by half- 
time and held that score 
until full-time to quality 
for the second round. 


In this second round 
over two legs they had an 
emphatic aggregate vic- 
tory over Indonesia, 2 - 0 
in Seoul and 4-1 away in 
Jakarta. 

In the final qualifica- 
tion round they had to 
meet Japan, (the most 
favoured team.) 

But the Koreans were 
much too strong winning 
2-1 in Tokyo. 


In the return in Seoul, 
South Korea won 1-0 and 


booked their passage to - 


Mexico. 

‘The South Korean game 
is based on courage. They 
play in a course, some- 
times clumsy, manner. 
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Actually the team of 
1982 was possibly better 
than this one because it 
had a good array of tech- 
nique and skill. 

This squad though has 
limited skills and has little 
planning. 

Against this, though, in 
their favour is that they 
are a side that will press- 
ure opponents all the time. 

In a South Korea news- 
paper recently this quote 
appeared from one of 
their journalists: ‘Sure we 
qualified but I feel that in 
Mexico we well find it 
extremely difficult to 
score even one goal.” 

The possible presence of 
captain Cha Bum Kun, 
who plays for Bayer 
Leverkusen in West Ger- 
many will add something 


to their attack which to 
say the least is very weak. 
In a recent friendly 
match in Brussels, the 
Koreas took on and beat 
Anderlecht 3-2. 


The manager is 42-year- 
old Kim Jung Nam a 
former international 
South Korean defender of 
the 1960s. = 

He previously was a

MANY would remember 1956 for it was a most overt year: It was 
historical one for Soccer in NSW.

“INSTABILITY IS SOCCER 
MAJOR PROBLEM” 


ASW talks to Lawrence Dimech (Melita President) 


THE newly elected President of the Melita Eagles, Lawrence Dimech a journalist and 
former consul for the Republic of Malta in NSW, is very angry. 


“We have compromised 
on a vital and fun- 
damental issue of promo- 
tion. It is a backward step 
and indeed a disastrous 
precedence. It was mooted 
by administrators in de- 
speration. There must be 
promotion and relegation 
every season as this is the 
life line of Soccer”. 

“My club always. be- 
lieve that strong super 
state leagues are the ob- 
vious answer to Soccer. It 
is time to care for the 
clubs, give them time to 
build their financial re- 
sources. A national league 
was never the answer to 
our Soccer ills. Australia is 
too vast geographically 
and our clubs are not 
financially stable for such 
an undertaking. 

“Soccer instability at 
the ASL level is frighten- 
ing it is our major prob- 
lem. How cna you lead an 
aspiring club like Melita 
Eagles with all systems go, 
when the administrators 
keep changing directions. 

“No, it is an ongoing 
recipe for heart failure” 
said the Melita Eagles 
President. 

“Although we would 


like to compete in the best 
competition going, this 
time we will be more 
cautious before we commit 
ourselves. The end of 1985 
could present us with a 
different scene and it 
would be back to the 
drawing boards and more 
chances. * 

I would like to be 
optimistic but I am a real- 
ist’ concluded Lawrence 
Dimech. 


How dyou manage our 
financial affairs to suc- 
cessfully when most clubs 
are in debt, was the ob- 
vious question to ask the 
president of Melita 
Eagles. “Our budget for 
1986 season is for an esti- 
mated income of $150,000. 
The various sectiosn of 
our organisations such as 
the supporters group, the 
ladies auxiliary, the can- 
teen committee and our 
social organisers are given 
a targeted amounts to be 
raised. You see, we gener- 
ate our income. 


We don’t wait for it to 
fall into our lap from 
some licence club, there- 
fore our organisation be-

It generates a 
spirit of belonging to a 
club, going full speed 
ahead, where participation 
is the key and operative 
element. 


Melita Eagles again se- 
cured sponsorships for all 
their teams including the 
youth league.

Melita president — 
Lawrence eer 
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A WORLD Cup final series is always a 
renowned graveyard for managers and 
coaches of the participating nations 
and no doubt the coming finals in 
Mexico will be no exception. 


With so much riding 
on the outcome, fai- 
lure means national 
disgrace for some na- 
tions and someone 
has to shoulder the 
blame — in the major- 
ity of cases the man- 
agers or coaches in 
charge of the teams. 


The most enthralling 
situation leading up to the 
Mexico show is the ques- 
tion mark hanging over 
the future of West Ger- 
man boss Franz “Der Kais- 
er” Beckenbauer. 

No matter how his team 
perform — and every- 
thing points to their doing 
well — will he or will he 
not continue as German 
supremo after Mexico? 

At this stage, Der Kais- 
er is uncommitted, but 
sources close to him state 
he will not stay on, as the 
job is too demanding for 
another spell. 

The great Beckenbauer, 
arguably the best midfield 
defender ever to lace on a 
pair of boots, is still a 
national hero in West Ger- 
many and enormously 
popular. 

However he is in rather 
a strange situation in a 
country that goes by the 
book as far as coaching 
rules are concerned. 

For Beckenbauer does 
not hold a coaching 
licence — which of course 
really means nothing 
when the chips are down. 

For it is no secret that 
some so-called licenced 
coaches throughout the 
world are better equipped 
to hold dog licences, not 
football coaching licences. 

But as Beckenbauer is 
in charge of the German 
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national team without a 
licence, it’s not going 
down well with some of 
his jealous rivals. 

The West German 
national team was in a 
horrible mess when Beck- 
enbauer was called in to 
replace former national 
team boss Jupp Derwall. 

For the first time ever, 
here was a German team 
that had completey lost its 
way and whose stocks 
were at an all time low. 

It needed new ideas and 
vibrant leadership — 
which is what Der Kaiser 
brought with him. 

He changed the pattern 
of play and rejuvenated 
the Germans into the pow- 
er they have always been. 

And having watched 
them perform against Rus- 
sia in Moscow last year, I 
fancy them to make the 
top three at least in 
Mexico. 

West Germany are a 
great side and now have 
Beckenbauer’s expertise 
stamped all over them. 

Beckenbauer’s early 
start as German boss came 
under great criticism from 
the media. 

They had six matches 
without a win — their 
worst run in post-war his- 
tory and the troops on the 
terraces became restless. 

Beckenbauer discarded 
experienced players, then 
brought them back, 
switched formation and 
experimented at will. 

He knew what he was 
doing aud what he was 
after, but unfortunately 
those outside the national 
team set-up didn’t and he 
came under great pressure. 

The fans stayed away 
from national team games 
and things looked grim 
indeed for Der Kaiser.

FRANZ BECKENBAUER lifts the World Cup. 


But then as planned it 
all came together 
culminating with the mar- 
vellous recent 2-0 victory 
over Brazil. 

Der Kaiser is now back 
on his pedestal and every- 
one in West Germany is 
beginning to smell succes 
in Mexico. 

The German juggernaut 
has also been boosted by 
the likely return of a 
midfield genius Bernd 
Schuster back to the fold. 


Schuster and Becken- 
bauer had a falling out 
and the Barcelona mid- 
fielder has not worn the 
German colours for quite 
a while. 

But last week came the 
news of a likely transfer 
of Schuster back to Ham- 
burg and this has brought 
sabout a solution to the 
differences between him 
and Beckenbauer. 


Schuster is now likely to 
be included in the German 
squad for next month’s 
World Cup warm-up 
game against Switzerland. 

Beckenbauer himself is 
not going overboard about 
his World Cup chances 
but has stated he is confi- 
dent of doing well. 

“There are one or two 
sides such as France, Italy, 
Brazil and Argentina who 
are technically better than 
us at present but this might 
not be the case in Mexico 
when the action starts,” he 
has declared. 

More than any other 
nation, barring of course 
Brazil, the West German 
supporters expect success 
in a World Cup final 
series. They are used to it! 

Beckenbauer himself is 
used to success at top level 
and was a member of the 
great West German teams 
that won the World Cup 


and the European Nations 
Cup. 

He also played in the 
teams that finished run- 
ners-up in these tourna- 
ments. 

Obviously he doesn’t 
only want to be remem- 
bered as a great player but 
also as a great coach. 

It’s an intriguing situa- 
tion and one which the 
world is watching very 
closely. 

Somehow I’ve got a 
feeling that Franz Beck- 
enbauer and his team will 
be at the Azteca Stadium 
in Mexico City on Sunday 
June 29 participating in 
the big one — the World 
Cup final. 

And if this does happen, 
then maybe after all, 
Franz Der Kaiser Becken- 
bauer will remain West 
German team boss for 
another spell. We can only 
hope.

NOBODY who keeps

Australian coaching scene would ever suggest 
that Frank Arok of St George and Rale Rasic of 
Apia Leichhardt are the best of buddies! 


Rasic, a national hero 
when he took Australia to 
the World Cup finals in 
1974, has never forgiven 
or forgotten the way he 
has been rejected by the 
establishment ever since. 

The recently appointed 
Apia coach is convinced 
he, and not Frank Arok, is 
the man who should be in 
charge of the Socceroos. 

Arok, for his part, dis- 
misses such talk as non- 
sense and indeed, is any- 
thing but an admirer of 
Rale Rasic’s coaching. 


These two men come 
from Yugoslavia and one 
is tempted to wonder if 
their feuding was inspired 
by some clash in their 
homeland many years ago! 

Next Sunday we shall 
see the intriguing Rasic v 
Arok battle masquearding 
as St George v Apia in the 
Olympic Airways Natio- 
nal League. 

A coach is only as good 
as the players in his team, 
yet, in isolated cases such 
as the Saints and Apia 
confrontation, coaches 
assume paramount import- 
ance. 

From pre-season form, 
nobody should be tipping 
either Rasic or Arok to 
carry off the NSL title. 

Saints desperately need 
goalscoring forwards.

St George have no such 
headline-grabbing plans 
for next Sunday’s match, 

Coach Arok will rely 
on the mixture as before - 
experienced campaigners 
like the O’Shea boys, 
David Ratcliffe and David 
Skeen reinforced by this 
year’s new faces, including 
the promising Craig 
Moffitt. 

St George and Apia 
have staged many memor- 
able matches over the 
years. 

Who could ever forget 
the grand finals of 1967 
and 1969 when players 
like Stan Ackerley, David 
Cliss, Archie Blue and 
John Warren brightly 
illuminated the State Soc- 
cer stage in Sydney? 

There may not be so 
many quality players 
around now but this does 
not alter the fact that any 
game between Saints and 
Apia has to be an impor- 
tant one and almost cer- 
tainly a crowd-pleaser. 

There will be many 
fierce individual contests 
at St George Stadium next 
Sunday but I wonder if 
any will match the war of 
words likely to come from 
the bench where Rale 
Rasic and Frank Arok 
will be urging on their 
respective teams. 

1 look forward keenly 
to this Saints v Apia affair 
next Sunday. It is building 
up into one of the most 
significant confrontations 
of the whole year.

AS the 1986 NSL begins it’s 10th year of 
existance, all is very quite here in Adelaide.

The burning question is 
can Adelaide ever again 
become the Soccer Capital 
of Australia, as it was 
back in 1978, when it was 
nothing out of the ordin- 
ary for a PSL match to 
attract over 10,000 fans? 


The answer is. . . yes it 
can be, but first and fore- 
most both SA NSL 
representatives must pro- 
duce the goods. 

Those fans are still 
around. They are no diffe- 
rent from the millions of 


other supporters around 
the globe, they would not 
pay money to watch bad 
Soccer. 

It’s pleasing to see that 
Adelaide Hellas admi- 
nistration have spent so 
much time, effort and 
money to improve the 
team’s image. They have 
bought Socceroo defenders 
Charlie Yankos and Rob- 
bie Dunn, plus Scottish 
midfielder Brian 
Mclaughlin, and if that is 
not enough, Hellas secret- 
ary Con Toskalas said this 
week, that his club is about 
to sign another Scottish 
player. 

“The player is 6ft tall, a 
striker and should arrive 
here ready to play early in 
May. He is currently play- 
ing for a club in the 
Scottish Premier League.” 

Hellas preparations, 
under coach Neil 
McGachey, were pro- 
gressing well enough to 
think the side could have 
repeated the 1978 effort, 
in winning the league. 

But things went sour 
for them four weeks ago 
when in front of 5,000 
supporters they lost 1-0 to 
Rothmans League club

“Tt turned out to be 
Rivero but he was only in 
Sydney on a holiday and 
had to return to Uruguay 
almost immeditely.

season,” Fleming said.

THE INDOOR 


SOCCER BOOM 


THERE is a little doubt that indoor Soccer is 


going to play an increasingly more important 
role in the development of Soccer in Australia. 


The game, in various 
forms, has been around 
for quite some time now, 
played by thousands of 
young and older players of 
both sexes. 

The game is also played 
in various forms with dis- 
tinctly different laws. 

There is the European 
style game played off peri- 
meter-walls and the North 
American game which 
similarly uses perimeter- 
walls. 

The latter is the type of 
indoor Soccer played at 
Ken Kaiser’s Speed Soccer 
Centre in Newcastle. 

FIFA, the world body is 
also coming out with its 
own brand of the indoor 
game later this year. 

The FIFA bosses are 
more than concerned with 
the rapid growth of the 
indoor game and wishes to 
establish its authority over 
all those playing the 
various forms of indoor 
Soccer. 


I wish FIFA the best of 
luck, because I doubt 
whether they will be able 
to do just that. 

Apart from the above 
forms of Indoor Soccer, 
there is another type — 
Futebol de Salon or 
Saloon Football, which is 
the most popular indoor 
game in the world. 

Its origins stem from 
South America and it 
ranks alongside football, 
volleyball and basketball 
as the most popular specta- 
tor and participants sport 
in the South American 
cointinent. 


During a six week spell 
with the world famous 
Flamengo club in Rio de 
Janeiro in October/ 
November of 1984 I was 
able to take a close look at 
Saloon Football and it is 
really a fantastic game. 

It s played on a vol- 
leyball, basketball or ten- 
nis court and is five a side 
— one goalkeeper and 
four field players who can 
be substituted regularly, 
ice hockey/basketball 
style. 

It is played with a 
smallr, heavier ball and all 


kids in Brazil are brought 
up on sallon football. 

It is played with a smal- 
ler, heavier ball and all 
kids in Brazil are brought 
up on saloon football. 

It is a tremendous skill 
training game and the 
heavier ball, which does 
not bounce, means that the 
game is played on the 
ground most of the time. 


The Australian Indoor 
Soccer Federation is cur- 
rently in Brazil seeking 
the rights to stage the 


World Championships in 
Australia as part of the 
Bi-Centennial celebra- 
tions in 1988. 

The delegation takes 
the backing of the Federal 
Government with highly 
supportive letters from the 
Prime Minister him self as 
well as the Minister for 
Sport, Tourism and Re- 
creation, John Brown. 

A Federal Government 
official from the Ministry 
accompanied President 
Joe Brent and Executive 
Director Dennis Murray 
on the trip to Sao-Paolo. 

Should the Indoor Soc- 
cer people, as expected, 
win the right to stage the 


world finals in Australia 
in 1988, the indoor game is 
set to take off in a big 
way. 

Australia’s main rival 
for staging the 1988 
World Championships is 
Paraguay. 

In the last World 
Championships in Spain 
last year, Brazil (who else) 
— emerged world cham- 
pions.

It was Nunez who made it 3.0 Just three minutes Into 
the second half when his shot hit the underside of the

Australia fought gamely to get back Into the match but 
to no avail 

Captain Alan Walker summed uf the team's feelings 
after the game 

“We gave them too much respect. We should have gone 
at them. They were a great side but we could have caused 
the major shock of the serles,” he sald. 

Walker's summation of the Uraquayans was on the ball 

Even the Spanish coach, Juan Montero was very 
Impressed. The night before his team demolished Canada 
9-1 In the opening game of the series before a crowd of 
about eight thousand in Huelva 

“Although we thrashed Canada I expect a tough match 
against the Australians 

“Three stupid defensive lapses made the score look like 
one-way traffic for the Uragualans,” Montero said. 

Australia was brought down to earth in the second 
match. 

Spain was determined to maintain its dominating form 
and while the Australians gave everything they held in 
reserve, they Just weren't in the race 

Spain inflicted an 11-0 victory over the visitors In Port 
St. Maria. 

Indeed, everything went right for the home side. 
Francisco Lorens, regarded as one of the world’s best 
Indoor players, catised most of the damage scoring four 
brilliantly executed goals.

‘WE’RE IN MONEY’ 


SING IRISHMEN

LITTLE Northern Ireland are not by any stretch 
of the imagination one of the world’s weal- 
thiest Soccer nations in fact it can be truthfully fea 
said they are always struggling to make ends 


meet. 


However, a tremendous 
marketing campaign has 
given the Irish players a 
great boost for their tilt at 
the World Cup finals in 
Mexico in June. 

In fact the Northern 
Ireland players have hit 
the Jackpot as far ‘as the 
World Cup is concerned, 
with more than $800,000 
waiting to be banked for 
them. 

Four years after finding 
themselves the poor man 
in Spain in the 1982 finals, 
the Irish have vowed not 
to sell themselves short 
again. 

To that end, they laun- 
ched a marketing cam- 
paign with the Irish Foot- 
ball Association last week 
which should make them 
the envy of their Cup 
rivals, as it is hoped the 
pool will top $400,000. 

The IFA has agreed 
that the lion’s share of 
that will go to the players, 
who are also due $200,000 
for qualifying for the 


finals and have been given 
a $270,000 incentive to 
reach the knock-out stages. 


It is indeed a far cry 
from the 1982 Finals in 
Spain, when the players 
came home having earning 
just $2,400 a man for their 
marvellous exploits.

Shooting practices are

Also in these situations, 
practice in a one v one 
situation is very valuable. 

So goalkeepers do need 
attention. They do need 
specific training, as well as 
work with the team: often 
though they are neglected, 
and when one sees the 
importance of the position 
that’s surprising. 


GOALKEEPERS 


AFTER reading with 
interest Tom Ander- 
son’s article on the 
age of goalkeepers in 
the World Cup 
squads it seems that 
experience is a prere- 
quisite in that depart- 
ment.

SECOND THOUGHTS 
FOR 800KIES 


ENGLAND may be at a very long price to win 
the World Cup but the bookmakers are starting 
to have second thoughts, following the 1-0 
victory over the Soviet Union in Tbilisi. 


The Russians are one of 
the hardest teams in the 
world to beat on their 
home territory. 

Indeed, until last week’s 
match, they had not been 
beaten at home in 18 out- 
ings. Since 1979, in fact. 

What made the English 
win so significant was the 
fact that it was achieved 
with anything but a full- 
strength team. 

As usual, team boss 
Bobby Robson had to 
take the field without 
several top stars due to 
injuries and club commit- 
ments. 

Robson is entitled to 
believe England will be 
difficult to beat in Mexico 
when he has all his players 
available. 

Two penalty kick con- 
troversies were involved 
in Tbilisi. 

First, Gary Lineker was 
blatantly brought down by 
Soviet goalkeeper Rinat 
Dasaev but the Bulgarian 
referee refused genuine 
claims for an England 
penalty kick. 

Soon after, the Russians
